AS TO BOOK TRUSTS. 


THE New York Zvening Post recently printed 
an article, entitled ‘‘ For a Bible Trust,” which 
has caused little or no comment in the trade, 
simply because. it is not considered probable 
that any of the more important houses have 
ever seriously entertained the thought of form- 
ing such a ‘‘trust.” No doubt the present 
demoralization of that part of the trade is 
causing serious loss both tothe manufacturers 
of Bibles and tothe retail trade, but it is to be 
doubted whether this demoralization will be 
cured by the drastic remedy suggested. Asthe 
writer of the article in question himself admits, 
‘‘ one firm recently came forward and suggested 
forming a trust or combination as a com- 
promise, but the attempt was made ineffectual 
by half of the publishers refusing to join.” 
While all concerned may wish that an under- 
standing could be reached by which the sell- 
ing prices of Bibles might be brought back 
within limits that would assure better profits to 
the publisher as well as bookseller, it is pretty 
well understood that such a result cannot or 
will not be brought about by the formation 
of a ‘‘ Trust,” at least in the sense of an aggre- 
gation of commercial or publishing plants. 

Naturally, a great deal of speculation about 
‘** book trusts’ and ‘‘ publishers’ combinations” 
finds its way into printinthesedays. It would 
be, perhaps, rash to deny that a combination 
of publishers to regulate the output of general 
literature may at some time in the future be 
attempted. Just as improbable things have 
happened. But its existence would be pre- 
carious from the start, and we doubt whether 
its struggle to maintain itself would pay its pro- 
moters. John W. Lovell, in his ambitious en- 
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deavor to form a “‘ trust,’ never dreamt of cor- 


| ralling every department of the publishing busi- 


ness. How successful his scheme was to corner 
only one line of the business the stockholders 
of his various companies and his other credi- 
tors know to their sorrow. And the ‘‘ School 
Book Trust’s”’ path also is strewn with any- 
thing but roses, for, while it controls the out- 
put of the public-school books of important 
houses—less than ten, to be sure, but those 
whose books made up the bulk of the edu- 
cational trade—it is obliged to compete with 
upwards of 170 competitors that never for a 
moment cease in their warfare against it. 
deed, the very existence of this concern seems 
to have inspired its competitors to ‘‘ increase 
and multiply.’’ Since its re-organization ten 
years ago at leasttwo mighty rivals have come 
into the business, and its old-time competitors 
seem to have held their own and prospered. 

The chief reason why the formation of a 
‘‘book-trust” is improbable is that the mate- 
rial for competition is practically unlimited ; 
hence, it may be assumed that so long as 
printing facilities can be had as cheaply as 
they can now and promise to be obtained 
in the future, and so long as writers increase 
as they have done since Solomon’s time, 
so long will the chances of a ‘‘ book trust’”’ be 
exceedingly dim and slender, and the making 
of many books will not cease even if, as a 
writer recently asserted, ‘‘ most of the books 
published are not worth the pulp they are 
made out of.”

THE BOOK OF MORMON. 


ACCORDING to a Richmond, Mo., correspond- 
ent of the St. Louis Republic, the original 
manuscript of Joseph Smith’s ‘‘ Book of Mor- 
mon,” the Bible of The Church of Jesus Christ 
of Latter-day Saints, is kept in a bank vault in 
Richmond. ‘‘The Elders of the Mormon Church 
in Utah made different attempts in past years 
to get possession of it, but failed. Once they 
offered $100,000 in cash for the old and yellow 
manuscript, but its keeper, David Whitmer, 
one of the founders of the church, refused the 
offer because he believed the Utah branch of 
the church wished to get hold of the manu- 
script to insert into it by forgery a clause that 
would authorize and sanction the practice of 
polygamy. This original manuscript, written 
et the dictation of Joseph Smith, is now in the 
possession of George W. Schweich, of Rich- 
mond, a retired merchant, the grandson of 
David Whitmer, who was one of the three 
witnesses to the writing of the manuscript. 
The manuscript of the ‘‘ Book of Mormon” 
contains 600 large sheets of linen paper, the 
size of foolscap, written closely on both sides. 
The paper is yellowed with age, and the ink is 
fadedto brown. The pages are bound together 
with strings of yarn. The manuscript contains 
350,000 words. It was written in 1829 at Cu- 
morah, in western New York.”

AMERICAN BIBLIOGRAPHERS. 
CHARLES RUDOLPH RODE.* 


CHARLES B. NORTON was succeeded as editor 
of the American Publishers’ Gazette by Charles 
Rudolph Rode, who had just then been obliged 
to discontinue the publication of Zhe Criterion. 
Rode was of German descent, and was born in 
New York in 1825. He was educated at Dr. 
Charles Anthon’s Columbia Grammar School, 
and subsequently studied law, but never applied 
for admission to the bar. In 1848 he became 
associated with John Doggett in publishing the 
‘* New York City Directory” from 1849 to 1854. 
Upon Mr. Doggett’s death, in 1850, he succeeded 
to his business. Rode’s systematic mind and 
his thoroughness greatly improved the charac- 
ter of the ‘‘ Directory.” He also published 
Business and Partnership directories, and in 
1852 issued the first ‘‘ United States Post-Office 
Directory’’; this was continued for several 
months under the title of ‘‘ Rode’s United States 
Review,” which sustained a high character, but 
was then discontinued for want of patronage. 

In November, 1855, Rode published the first 
number of Zhe Criterion, a weekly critical 
newspaper, which was continued for nearly a 
year—thirty-seven numbers having been pub- 
lished. It was an attempt to establish an organ 
of purely literary communication and conscien- 
tious criticism, and as such was the best liter- 
ary paper published in this country at that time. 

In 1856 he was elected secretary of The Book 
Publishers’ Association, and assumed editorial 
control of the American Publishers’ Circular. 
Two years later he became proprietor of the 
journal, and continued its publication until ill- 
health obliged him to transfer the American 
Publishers’ Circular to G. W. Childs, of Phila- 
delphia, who, in turn, sold it in January, 1872, 
to Frederick Leypoldt, under whose manage- 
ment it later became the present PUBLISHERS’ 
WEEKLY. 

Rode was a member of the editorial staff of 
Appletons’ ‘‘ New American Cyclopedia,” to 
which he contributed the articles Book, Book- 
binding, Bookselling, and Massachusetts, and 
read the ‘‘stereotype proofs” of the larger part 
of that work. In 1864 he was enabled, through 
the generosity of the book trade, to take an 
Atlantic voyage to restore his health. But 
on his return he soon relapsed into ill-health, 
and so at the early age of forty the career of 
this useful and amiable man, whose fortunes 
were always below his merit, ended in the old 
Bloomingdale settlement in New York City, on 
April 12, 1865. 





THE OMNISCIENT BOOK CLERK. 


THERE are probably no people in the world 
of whom so much is expected as of those who 
constitute the ancient and honorable fraternity 
of book clerks. No matter how young or in- 
experienced he may be, a bookseller is com- 
monly regarded by the general public as a 
walking encyclopedia of literary information. 
One customer expects him to rehearse the plots 
of a dozen novels, while others request him to 
deliver technical discourses on the relative 
merits of works on bridge construction. ento-

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mology, or electric lighting. If he is unable 
to impart the information desired he loses 
caste at once. It will usually be found that 
this obliging individual is more sinned againsi 
than sinning; but sometimes his fall from grace 
is as humorous as it is violent. The following 
anecdote is told of a staunch admirer of Mark 
Twain: ‘‘A lady one day entered the leading 
bookstore of Hartford, Conn., and inquired for 
Taine’s ‘ English Literature.’ The shopkeeper 
replied that he had never written such a book. 
‘But are you quite sure?’ queried the lady. 
‘Absolutely certain,’ riposted the bookman; 
‘for I’ve read every line he has published, from 
‘The Jumping Frog” upwards.’” 

This story suggests some others which, per- 
haps, are not generally known: 

At a Chicago bookstore some years ago a 
customer asked for a book entitled ‘‘ Lame as 
a Rouble.” The clerk, perplexed, approached 
the walking encyclopedia of the store to learn 
the name of the author, the publisher, and 
the price of the book. The person appealed 
to, who, by the way, considered himself as in- 
fallible in the matter of book titles, scratched 
his head, looked at the ceiling and looked at 
the floor. 

‘*Lame as a Rouble,” he repeated. ‘‘ The 
title is familiar enough. Let me see.” 

It got the better of his memory, and at last 
he condescended to consult the catalogues. 
These yielded no light in the matter, however, 
and he began to grow skeptical. 

‘*A rouble is a Russian coin,” said he; ‘‘ but 
who ever heard of a rouble being lame?” 

A few minutes later he approached the cus- 
tomer. 

‘* You don't recollect the name of theauthor?” 


he asked. 
‘*No,” said the man; then he hesitated. 
‘* Ves, yes,” he continued quickly. ‘‘It was 


a man named Hugo.” 

An expression of disgust crept over the face 
of the mortified clerk, as he sighed, ‘‘ Les 
Miserables.” 

That it is possible for the meek book clerk 
to attempt to be humorous at times is instanced 
by the following episode which, four or five 
years ago, occurred at Scribner’s. 

For several years C. S. Cutter had charge 
of the educational department of Charles 
Scribner’s Sons. Mr. Cutter having been 
ordained as a minister, however, relinquished 
his position in the bookstore to assume charge 
of a mission on Fulton Street, and was suc- 
ceeded by a young college graduate named 
Lord. 

One afternoon, soon after the change was 
effected, an elderly lady entered and inquired 
of one of the salesmen if Mr. Cutter was in. 

‘‘Mr. Cutter has left us, Madam,” replied 
the clerk. 

‘‘Why, what was the trouble?” asked the 
lady. 

‘*Well, madam, Mr. Cutter went to serve the 
Lord, and the Lord came to take Cutter’s 
place,” returned the clerk. 

These three inquiries were recently made of 
a clerk in a Cleveland bookstore: Customer 
No. 1 inquired for ‘‘ The Rime of the Ancient 
Mary Anna;” customer No.2 floored the clerk 
by calling for a copy of the ‘‘Last of the 
Mollikins,” while customer No. 3 finished the 
entire force by asking for ‘‘ The Nightingale 
Flower” [‘‘ When Knighthood wasin Flower’ ].

ADELAIDE RISTORI promises to finish soon 
her ‘‘ Artistic Reminiscences and Studies,” in- 
tended as supplementary to the volume of recol- 
lections she published twelve years ago. 


CLEMENT Scott, best known of English dra- 
matic critics, arrived in thiscountry onthe 11th 
inst. He expects to lecture in New York, Bos- 
ton, and elsewhere, and will very likely re- 
main in this country until Christmas. 


THE real name of ‘‘ Saul Smiff,” under which 
pseudonym ‘‘ The Pottle Papers’”’ were pub- 
lished in England, is Tristram Coutts. This 
information is given on the title-page of the 
fourth edition, just issued by Greening & Co. 


SAMUEL L. CLEMENS, (‘‘ Mark Twain,”) who 
a short time ago wrote Manager Bave, of the 
Princeton Inn, to reserve him a suite of rooms 
for the winter season, has cancelled the ar- 
rangement, and will spend the winter in 
London. 


WILLIAM GEORGE JORDAN, the former editor 
of The Saturday Evening Post, is about to pub- 
lish, through the Fleming H. Revell Company, 
a collection of his editorials which have at- 
tracted so much attention owing to their frank- 
ness and practicability. 

Dr. WEIR MITCHELL’s new story, which Zhe 
Century Magazine will print in serial form be- 
ginning with November, is called ‘‘ The Auto- 
biography of a Quack.” Dr. Mitchell has used 
his knowledge of the under side of his pro- 
fession in a way which is said to make an 
unusually attractive psychological study. 


IT was current newspaper report a few months 
ago that Mark Twain was writing an autobiog- 
raphy, and that it would not be published for 
a hundred years. This idea, if it ever existed 
in the mind of the author, has been given up, 
but he did some work on an autobiography; 
and one chapter from it, entitled ‘‘ My Début 
as a Literary Person,” has been secured by the 
publishers of Zhe Century and will appear in 
the November number. 

LIONEL DECLE, whose arraignment of the 
French army system in his ‘‘ Trooper 3809” 
has recently attracted much attention, was 
born in France in 1859. It has been supposed 
that he went to school in England, but he was 
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educated at home by English and German 
tutors. He has been an extensive traveller. 
In 1881-85 he visited India, Burmah, Java, 
Cambodia, China, Japan, and America. In 
1891-94 he crossed Africa from the Cape to 
Uganda, and thence went to Zanzibar. In 1894 
he joined the staff of Ze Pall Mall Gazette, and 
went to Russia for that paper to describe the 
funeral of the late Czar. In 1895 he abandoned 
journalism temporarily and saw service as or- 
ganizer of native transports in the Madagascar 
expedition. Resumirg work on Zhe Pall Mall 
Gazette, he remained on that paper till Mr. Cust, 
the editor, resigned, when he accompanied that 
gentleman on an African tour. He was a cor- 
respondent inthe field during the war with 
Spain. He has published a book, ‘‘ Three 
Years in South Africa,” besides many maga- 
zine articles and ‘‘ Trooper 3809.”

It is expected 
that ten years more will be required for its 
completion. This mode of serial publication 
will prove a boon to those who have come late 
to an appreciation of this inestimable work. 


A Bust of Edgar Allan Poe by Zolny, was 
unveiled at the University of Virginia, Char- 
lottsville, Va., on the 7th inst. In accepting 
the bust the president of the university, Dr. 
Paul D. Barringer, took occasion to give official 
denial to the story that Poe was expelled or 
dismissed from the university. The chief ad- 
dress was by Hamilton W. Mabie, of New 
York, on the relation of Poe’s writings to 
American literature. 


THE ART PUBLISHING COMPANY oF SAN 
FRANCISCO, which was incorporated September 
22. is now located at No. 225 Post Street. They 
own a secret process for reproducing photo- 
graphs, pen and ink pictures, or crayon and 
charcoal drawings from steel plates, which 
have the appearance of actual engravings, but 
are considerably cheaper. The company is at 
work ona line of calendars for Igor, besides 
a line of pictures for the art trade. 


GEORGE M. MILLARD, the head of the old and 
rare book department of A. C. McClurg & 
Company, is home again after a four months’ 
sojourn in the book centres of Europe. Mr. 
Millard’s purchases, naturally, were more than 
d uble those of any previous trip, because the 
last ‘‘clearance”’ was so complete. It will be 
some time before the ‘‘Saints and Sinners’ 
Corner” has its complement complete, as the 
work of arranging and classifying, to say 
nothing of bringing together again so fine a 
stock as that destroyed by the fire, is no incon- 
siderable task. 


Two old favorites have just been reissued by 
Thomas Whittaker in binding and letter-press 
of the style of to-day. They are ‘‘ Salad for 
the Solitary and Social” and ‘‘ Evenings with 
the Sacred Poets,” which is an anthology for 
hymn lovers. The author of both, Frederick 
Saunders, now in his ninety-second year, was 
connected with the Astor Library for neirly 
forty years. He gathered in these volumes 
the essence of his wide knowledge of books, 


and, in the spirit of a gracious ‘‘ bookworm,” 
he imparts to others the results of his literary 
borings. 

G. P. PuTNAm’s Sons have in preparation a 
series of ten volumes to be entitled 7% 
World’s Orators, which will be published under 
the editorial direction of Guy Carleton Lee, of 
the faculty of Johns Hopkins University, who 
has secured associate editors among the presi- 
dents and professors of the leading universi- 
ties of the United States. The volumes are to 
present a representative collection of orations 
considered as masterpieces of eloquence, and 
also on the score of their historic influence, 
from the times of Attic Greek oratory to the 
present day. Many of the classic orators will 
appear in new and original translations. 

FLEMING H. REVELL COMPANY publish this 
week the third volume of ‘‘ Spurgeon’s Auto- 
biography,” edited by his wife and his private 
secretary. Another volume will complete the 
work, which gives a complete account of the 
life and works of this remarkable preacher. 
They have also just ready ‘‘A Junior’s Experi- 
ences in Missionary Lands,” by Mrs. B. B. 
Comegys, Jr., which gives an account of a 
boy’s tour of the world with his father, visiting 
many of the missionary stations in foreign 
lands; also, Arnold’s ‘‘ Practical Commentary 
on the International Sunday School Lessons 
for 1900,” which is quite up to the standard of 
its predecessors. 


FREDERICK A. STOKES COMPANY issue two 
books, both dealing with recent wars. ‘‘Active 
Service,” by Stephen Crane, is based on his 
experiences while correspondent in the Greco- 
Turkish War of 1897, and *‘The Fun and 
Fighting of the Rough Riders,’ is by Tom Hall, 
who was first lieutenant and quartermaster of 
the rst United States Volunteer Cavalry, now 
known throughout the world as the Rough 
Riders. The author of ‘‘When Hearts Are 
Trumps,” ‘‘ When Love Is Lord,” etc., although 
capable of pathos, as all true humorists are, 
by nature looks upon the bright side of things, 
and his chronicle of events in the short but 
fearful campaign of the Spanish War, in which 
his regiment figured, is full of life and wholly 
untechnical.

THE October ‘‘ Smoker” of The Booksellers’ 
League, held in its new quarters, ‘‘ The Chel- 
sea,” on the evening of the 11th inst., was well 
attended. Ernest Knaufft delivered a very in- 
teresting address on book illustration from the 
art student’s point of view. He began with 
the illumination of the leaves of the Book of 
the Dead by the ancient Egyptians as the 
Starting-point of book illustration, and de- 
fended his argument in a very clever manner. 
He then traced book illustration through the 
block books, the illumination, first by the 
scribes and afterward by mechanical means, of 
the printed books of the 15th and 16th cen- 
turies, in fact down to the invention, early 
in the roth century, of the iron press. Mr. 
Knaufft followed the subject of engraving in a 
most instructive manner, from the time of Be- 
wick down to the invention of modern photo-en- 
graving and the other mechanical reproductive 
processes. He pointed out the remarkable fact 
that at the very moment when the art of wood- 
engraving seems doomed to extinction the most 
wonderful specimens of the wood-engraver’s 
work were being produced byCole. He closed 
his talk by explainingthe different processes of 
woodcutting, engraving, and etching on wood, 
copper, and steel. 


FOREIGN NOTES. 


ACCORDING to the English literary papers, 
‘‘David Harum” after hanging fire for some 
time has at last taken a bound into popularity 
in England. Two large editions have been 
rapidly exhausted, and the sales are said to be 
steadily increasing.
